First  Regiment  — “ LINCOLN  CAVALRY.” 

This  regiment  was  organized  in  New  York  city,  to  serve  three 
years.  The  companies  of  which  it  was  composed  were  raised,  one 
in  Michigan,  one  in  Pennsylvania,  and  ten  in  the  State  of  New 
York  at  large.  It  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  from  July  16th  to  August  31st,  1861.  Ou  the  expiration 
of  its  term  of  service,  the  original  members,  except  veterans,  were 
mustered  out,  and  the  regiment,  composed  of  veterans  and  recruits, 
retained  in  service  until  June  27,  1865,  when  it  was  mustered  out, 
in  accordance  with  orders  from  the  War  Department.

This  regiment  was  organized  at  New  York  city,  to  serve  for 
three  years.  The  companies  of  which  it  was  composed  were 
raised  principally  in  the  counties  of  Albany,  Schoharie,  Chemung, 
Delaware,  Oneida,  Onondaga  and  Orleans.  It  was  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  from  July  17  to  August  27,  1861. 
On  the  expiration  of  its  term  of  service  the  original  members, 
except  veterans,  were  mustered  out,  and  the  regiment,  composed 
of  veterans  and  recruits,  retained  in  service.  It  was  consolidated 
with  the  First  Mounted  Kifles,  July  21,  185.  The  consolidated 
force  was  designated  the  “ Fourth  Provisional  Cavalry.”

Tenth  Regiment— “ PORTER  GUARD.” 

This  regiment  was  organized  at  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  to  servo  three 
years.  The  companies  of  which  it  was  composed  were  raised  in 
the  counties  of  Chemung,  Chenango,  Cortland,  Erie,  Fulton,  Onon- 
daga and  Steuben.  It  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  from  September  27th  to  December  23d,  1861.  On  the  expi- 
ration of  its  term  of  service  the  original  members,  except  veterans 
and  recruits,  were  mustered  out,  and  the  regiment,  composed  of 
veterans  and  recruits,  retained  in  service  until  June  17th,  1865, 
when  it  was  consolidated  with  the  Twenty-fourth  New  York  Cav- 
alry, and  the  consolidated  force  designated  as  the  First  Provisional 
N.  Y.  Cavalry.

It  was  changed  to 
artillery  in  October,  1862,  and  two  new  companies  added  to  it, 
which  were  mustered  into  the  service  from  December  4 to  Decem- 
ber 19,  1862,  The  whole  organization  was  raised  in  the  counties 
of  Westchester,  Putnam  and  Rockland  (8th  Senate  district).  The 
original  members  were  mustered  out,  and  the  remainder  formed 
into  a battalion  of  four  companies  June  25,  1865.  The  remaining 
members  of  the  Tenth  and  Thirteenth  regiments  of  Artillery  were 
transferred  to  this  battalion  June  27,  1865.  The  consolidated 
force  was  mustered  out  August  24,  1865,  in  accordance  with 
orders  from  the  War  Department.

This  regiment  was  raised  and  organized  in  New  York  city,  to 
serve  three  years.  It  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  from  July  4 to  December  31,  1861.  The  Eighty-second  regi- 
ment New  York  Volunteers  was  consolidated  with  the  Fifty-ninth 
in  July,  1864.  On  expiration  of  its  term  of  service  the  original 
members  (except  veterans)  were  mustered  out,  and  the  regiment, 
composed  of  veterans  and  recruits,  retained  in  service  until  June 
30,  1865,  when  mustered  out  in  accordance  with  orders  from  the 
War  Department.
